Mauning spoke
Yesterday forenoon. 1lg was greeted
by an enthusinstic audience that far
overflowed the capacity of the pavil
fon. The governor delivered a master
ly address on the subject: “Our
State." He discussed the need of
improving the conditions of our state,
He said he was proud of the fact the
- South Carolina was moving up in the
line of progress with the other states
as fast as she was, that she had lead

in large yields of corn, cotton, ete.,!

an dhe was proud of those things, but
there were other things not to be
proud of, one of which was that whan
the voters were compelled to reglsier
before voling, so many had to make
a cross for their name. 1ie plead
with his hearers to assist in changing
those conditions. Build more and bot-
ter schools, so that all of our chlld-
ren might have awnopportunity to se-
cure and educition. He stressed the
need of vogational education. Train
the muscle with the. mind and enable
bath jointly to' do &« much greater
work than when developed in a one
slded way. He referred to the no-
wvic work being done by Clemson Col-
lege, also the farm demonstration and
girl® club work. He encouraged this
movement and deaired its increase.

He closed with an appeal for bet-
ter homes, stating that the home was
the stay of our natlon, the source of
the nations security. Keep our homes
pure and our nation is secure.

The gowernor epent the entire
afternoon visiting among the visitors
of the chautaugua and left on the G

I feel there aro
opportunities in motion pleture work
that are somewhat lacking In stage
art. Yes, even such an old steger as
myself is'obliged to admit this fuct

I concluded wupon taking up this
work to permit the director to .di-
rect and the actor to act. Maybe the
fallures registered by some actors and
actresses, who turn to the motlon pic-
tures, are caused by the fact that they

| assume a know-tall attitude. They

refuse instruction, claiming that years
of experience on the stage cause them
to bo well qualified to act for the
screen. For my part, I have found
‘many. new detalls to comprehend—
much new “business” that {a peculiar-
1y identified with the gnimated screen.

The art of make-up, for example,
must be altered to a certain extent.
Make-up appropriate for the footlights
will never do in the motion picture stu-
@lo. Then' again, thers is new.tech-
nique’ to comprehend, & more Nmited
space for the actfon, and there is no
audience to spur one along.

I confess that for a time I held
the attitude of many other well-known
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“who was the greatest of all English-
speaking actors?" One of the great-
est of actors gat there, but without
reflection, I said: “Edmund Kean, per-
haps."” I

“Ah-h-h, vight you are,” exclalmed
Sir Henry, “Edmund Kean was the
greatert of English speaking actors—
the littie man in the cape.”
